The Allens, of English descent, 
were early settlers in Connecti¬

sie as a variety low in nicotine 
that was a more stand-up type 
than Ky. lfl and that it produces 
a good yield of a good quality 
fluffy tobacco. Ky. 58 is resis¬ 
tant to the diseases root-rot and 
mosiac. 

Bur'ey 21 is a wildfire resis¬ 
tant variety, but nothing is known 
about the nicotine content and 
seed has to be purchased from 
the University of Tennessee Ex¬ 
periment Station. He vauuoueu 
farmers to try it on a field experi¬ 
mental basis only. 

A soil high in fertility is neces¬ 
sary to produce a good crop and 
Massie urged farmers to have a 
balanced fertilization program. 
He stressed the use of fertilizer 
materials high in phosphate and 
potash. Most of the potash in to¬ 
bacco fertilizer should be of the 
sulphate instead of the muriate 
form. Potash from the muriate 
form tends to produce white 
stems in tobacco and to produce 
leaf that will hold water and be 
in too high case at selling time. 
Manure is low in phosphorus and 
most of the potash in manure is 
in the wrong form for tobacco. 

Only enough nitrogen should 
be used to insure good growth. 
The fact that the crop remains in 
the field too long and is held 
green without ripening properly 
produces leaf that is high in nico¬ 
tine content. A soil test is desir¬ 
able for proper fertilizer prac¬ 
tices Tobacco likes a soil that is 
from 5.8 to 6.2 acidity. 

Plowing tobacco too often and 
deep produces a tobacco high in 
nicotine, red, and of a poor qual¬ 
ity. Plowing only Heep enough 
to control weeds and often enough 
to just break up the crust after a 
rain is recommended. 

Tobacco should be allowed to 
be in full bloom (three out of 
four plants in bloom) before top- 
ping. Then it should be suckered 
only once with the two top suck¬ 
ers left, and these should then 
be cut out just ahead of the 
knife The tobacco should be al¬ 
lowed to be really ripe or yellow 
before cutting. Priming was 
recommended to save valuable 
bottom leaves. 

Rotate Tobareo Land 

The return to rotation of to¬ 
bacco fields out of sod was 
stressed Massie said nicotine tests 
were run on one field where 
continuous cultivation was prac¬ 
ticed and that the nicotine content 
| averaged almost S'? He said for 
some unknown reason the ability 
of land to produce frog-eyed to¬ 
bacco, so much in demand by 
buyers, seemed to disappear un¬ 
der continuous culture. He cited 
examples in results in Bluegrass 
soils where tobacco had been 
growing for 40 years or more to 
stress this point. 

These are the practices recom¬ 
mended to produce a low nicotine 
high quality crop The farmer 
may ask—What's in it for me? A 
continued prosperous burley to¬ 
bacco enterprise in Kentucky, is 
the answer. This is the most im¬ 
portant problem which the Ken¬ 
tucky burely tobacco industry 
ever faced! Each farmer is urged 
to put forth an effort to produce 
a "low nicotine" high quality 
crop for 1955.

County Agricultural Agent Carl 
W. Sinclair says farmers should 
bring their soil samples to the 
Extension office for soil tests. 

If Kentucky farmers are to get 
the best results from the soil¬ 
testing program and from ferti¬ 
lizing according to the recom¬ 
mendations made, soil samples 
must be taken properly and de¬ 
livered to the soil-testing labora¬ 
tory in good condition. They must 
be representative of the area if 
the results are to represent the 
level of fertility to the area. The 
technician who makes the tests, 
and the county agent who is re¬ 
sponsible for the program and 
makes the fertiliser reenmmetvle- 
tions, exercise a great deal of 
care in processing the soil sam¬ 
ple. The farmer or other person 
who takes the sample from the 
field or area, should use equal 
precautions if maximum relia¬ 
bility in the results are to be ob¬ 
tained. It is to be remembered 
that test results and fertilizer 
recommendations are no better 
than the sample taken and de¬ 
livered to the laboratory. 

The three tools most commonly 
recommended for taking soil sam¬ 
ples are soil sampling tubes, aug¬ 
ers and spades. A clean bucket 
should be at hand for mixing the 
samples and clean, heavy paper 
bags should be used to deliver the 
samples to the laboratory. 

A wood auger (brace and bit) 
and a spade can be found on 
nearly every farm in Kentucky 
and these are good tools for sam¬ 
pling soils if used properly. Some 
farmers find it convenient to use 
an iron pipe. This can be made 
more useful by cutting out one 
side with an emery wheel, mak¬ 
ing it similar to a sampling tube. 

The sample is best taken from 
the field when the soils is dry 
enough to plow.

While it can be 
done when the ground is wet, it 
is then much more difficult to 
mix the soil so the portion to the 
laboratory is representative. It 
is also more difficult to prepare 
for analysis. 

If the soil is not dry when it 
is taken from the field, it should 
be air-dried and all lumps crush¬ 
ed before the sample is delivered 
to the Extension office. Do not 
dry the soil over a stove or radi¬ 
ator. 

A sample can be taken more 
quickly and easily when a soil¬ 
sampling tube or auger is used 
rather than a spade, and usually 
it will be more likely to repre¬ 
sent the area. 

When using an auger or soil¬ 
sampling tube, make a boring six 
inches deep, or no deeper than 
the soil is usually plowed, and 
pull up the soil. When a spade is 
used, dig a V-shaped hole six 
inches deep, or deeper, and cut 
a thin slice from the side of the 
hole. The boring or slice of soil 
removed should consist of a sam¬ 
ple extending from the surface to 
a depth of six inches, or plow- 
layer depth. All grass and trash ]

MOREHEAD, Ky.. Feb 15- 
The Morehead Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany's 1.000-watt Radio Station 
WMOR will go on the air Fri¬ 
day. Feb. 18. at 9 a m. 

The new station, under the 
general management of William 
Betts, past president of the Ken¬ 
tucky Broadcasting Association, 
will operate on an assign*;'' fre¬ 
quency of 1330 kilocycles. The 
main offices are located on the 
second floor of the Monarch 
Building on Morehead's Main 
Street. 

Senator William J. Sample is 
president of the Morehead Broad¬ 
casting Company and Roy Cor- 
nette and Claude L. Clayton are 
treasurer and secretary respec¬ 
tively. William Whitaker is com¬ 
mercial manager of the station 
and Gary Pimkerman. formerly 
with the' staff of Radio Station 
WCPO. Cincinnati, is program 
director. 

Other members of the staff in¬ 
clude: chief engineer, Earl S. 
Young: assistant engineer, Mur- 
vall Hall, traffic manager, Betty 
Wood Lastinger; receptionist, Joan 
Lewis; and announcers, Don Hol¬ 
loway, Don Young. Billy Pierce 
and Alva Knechtly. 

Senator Sample announced to- 
■ day that the arrangements for the 
opening day broadcasts wi!’ be 
under the general direction of Dr. 
Adron Doran, president of More¬ 
head State College, and will con¬ 
sist of live programs presenting 
local talent.

TWO ATTORNEYS 
FACE SUSPENSION 


At Frankfort, six-month sus¬ 
pensions from law practice were 
recommended by the State Board 
of Bar Commisioners for Jesse K. 
Lewis, Lexington, and Bumis 
Martin. Prestonsburg. 

Lewis is a former assistant at¬ 
torney general and one-time mem¬ 
ber of the State Public Service 
Commision. Martin is Common¬ 
wealth’s atorne.v of the 31st Ju¬ 
dicial District—Floyd County. 

Martin and Lewis were accused 
of making scurrilous statements 
directed at Judge Porter Sims, 
when he was chief justice of the 
Court of Appeals in 1953, and at 
Jefferson Circuit Judge Lawrence 
S. Grauman, Louisville, who serv¬ 
ed as special judge of Floyd Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 


Complaints against the two at¬ 
torneys stemmed from the filing 
of several . lawsuits late in 1952 
by members of a Floyd County 
Democratic faction known locally 
as the "Taxpayers League.” The 
suits accused County Judge Henry 
Stumbo and other county offi¬ 
cials of mis-applying county funds. 
The defendants were members of 
the opposing Democratic faction 
who were expected to seek elec¬ 
tion, or re-election, in the county 
elections of 1953 

In a statement issued at Lex¬ 
ington. Lewis said, in part “In 
the first place, I want to assert 
that I am not guilty of any viola¬ 
tion of law, legal ethics, or rules 
of court and that I will resist with 
all my strength the efforts which 
are being made to destroy me.” 

At Prestonsburg, Martin said, 
in part: "I don’t think the board 
understands the true implications 
of this. If they reinvestigated, 
they would.” Martin said the 
board of bar commissioners has 
not had a "fair chance to investi¬ 
gate” his case. 

Later in the week. Chief Jus¬ 
tice Brady M. Stewart announced 
that all seven judges of the 
Court of Appeals have declined 
to sit in judgment on the cases 
involving the two attorneys. 


The most important time of the 
year for the sheep farmer — 
lambing time — has arrived in 
Morgan County and throughout 
Kentucky according to Morgan 
County Agent. Carl W Sinclair. 
Kentucky ranks first in the nation 
in spring lambing production. 

The sheep-raiser should plan 
hi« work so as to have ext*-a time 
for the flock during the lambing 
season. Saving a few additional 
lambs will more than pay for 
the expense and time involved 
Suitable lambing quarters should 
be provided, individual lambing 
pens made ready Lambing time 
is the sheep owner’s harvest sea- 
s-d he must be properly pre¬ 
pared for it if he is to save the 
crop. 

Lambing quarters where ewes 
and newborn lambs will be shel¬ 
tered from cold and bad weather 
should be provided, well bedded 
with fresh clean straw While 
there should be plenty of ventil- 
ization, it is important to guard 
aganist drafts and small openings 
through which lambs may wonder 
and be lost or frozen. The quaretrs 
should be roomy, as over crowd¬ 
ing the ewes at this time is like¬ 
ly to be followed by serious con¬ 
sequences. All gates and doors 
about the farm through which 
ewes heavy in lamb are likely to 
squeeze should be made wide or 
kept closed. 

Portable lambing pens or “mot¬ 
hering up" pens are less expens¬ 
ive and more satisfactory in 
every way than the satisfactory 
kind. Two panels or hurdles four 
feet long and three feet wide, 
hinged in the middle, may be set 
across a corner to form a pen 
four feet square, which is usual 
size. Pens four feet by six feet 
or five feet by five feet can be 
recommended where there is 
plenty of room. Probably one 
individual pen to every four or 
five ewes should be enough. Sin¬ 
ce a ewe generally will not need 
to be penned more than one or 
two days and only a small per¬ 
centage of the flocks will be lam¬ 
bing at one time, each pen can 
be used a number of times. It 
may be necessary in case of year¬ 
ling ewes and ewes with weak 
lambs to keep them in pens longer 
than two days. 

The farmer should assemble a 
suply of drugs, disinfectants and 
I equipment likely to be needed 
during the season. This should 
include tincture of iodine for use 
on navels of young lambs to 
prevent tetanus infection of "stiff 
[ lambs." carbolic oil (1 ounce 
carbolic acid, 1 quart olive oil) 

\ for use on shepard’s hands as he 
assists at lambing time, antibotics 
for weak lambs or for treating 
of caked udder in ewes, dosing 
syringe, nursing bottle and nipple, 
rubber gloves, and 10 percent 
argyrol or other suitable preprat- 
ion for treating sore eyes in lambs 

The ewes, at this time, should 
be kept away from other animals, 
particularly horses and dogs, as 
horses are liable to injure them 
with their feet and hogs will 
readily eat young lambs. 

As the lambing season app¬ 
roaches the flock should be hous¬ 
ed or penned at night, but ewes 
should not be put into individu¬ 
al lambing pens before lambing. 
In giving birth to twins, a ewe 
that is forced to lamb in close 
quarters will sometimes mash 
the first lamb while giving birth 
to the second. Check page 14 in 
the Kentucky circular 346 "Lam¬ 
bing Time” for symptons of ewes 
just prior to lambing time. 

During this time the shepard 
should keep in close touch with 
the flock during the day and 
visit it a number of times at 
night, closely observing each ewe 
and giving help when needed. 
There is an old scotch herdsman’s 
saying, “’The eye of the master 
fattens the flock.” Check page 
14 and 15 in the circular "Lamb¬ 
ing Time” for the proper position 
ce in lambing. 

The important thing following 
the birth of a lamb is to see that 
the ewe claims it, that it gets a 
fill of warm milk and that it 
is dried off and put into an indiv¬ 
idual pen with its mother away 
from the flock. When a ewe is 
slow to claim her lamb some of! 
the ewe’s milk rubbed on the 
lamb’s rump and nose and on i 
her own nose will often prove 
effective. Check page 16 and 17 
in the circular "Lambing Time”. 
The recomended feeding practice 
should be continued. Small grain 
pastures are excellent for ewes 
and lambs. 


Project leaders from homemak¬ 
ers clubs in Morgan held a meet¬ 
ing in the basement of the Chris¬ 
tian church here Wednesday. This 
was a school of instruction direct¬ 
ed by Mrs. Pearl Haak of the 
University of Kentucky. She gave 
demonstrations on yeast bread. 

Mrs. Haak said that the bread 
was much better and cheaper 
than that purchased on the mar¬ 
kets. Twenty-four cents worth of 
flour, four cents worth of yeast 
and two cents worth of other in¬ 
gredients were rufficient to make 
50 rolls which would sell on the 
market for S1.50 to $2 00, she said. 

The demonstrations are made 
bv Mrs Haak to club leaders, 
who return to their ciuds and 
present the demonstrations. The 
leaders are given the recipes, 
which are not made public until 
the local clubs meet.
